As testimony ended Tuesday, 
Farren sought over the objections 
of Ellis to have Bain's opinions 
about the suitability and 
licensability of the Chatham/Wake 
site entered into the record. Long 
agreed to allow Bain to state his 
opinion for the record, but noted it 
would not enter into the decision's 
he makes. 

"I'm to decide this week/ the 
judge said "if testing (characteriza- 
tion) is an adverse affect environ- 
mentally." 

Bain said he did not think the 
Chatham/Wake site would meet 
state licensing requ irements be- 
cause of the geology of the site. 
"We have to isolate these (radioac- 
tive) materials 500 yean," Bain 
said. 

"At this site, because of its frac- 
tured (rock) nature and high water 
table, we would not be able to pre- 
dict the rate of (water) movement 
or the direction. Therefore, we 
can't meet our responsibility to as- 
sure our descendants we can isolate 
it." 

In response to further question- 
ing, Bain said other areas in North 
Carolina were "better suited" for 
the iow-levei waste site. "There are 
potentially much better sites in 
North Carolina/ he said. 

Those sites include areas in the 
eastern coastal plain, the piedmont 
and the sandhills. Bain said a pri- 
mary geological requirement for a 
site for a waste disposal facility 
would be one that was "flat . . . 
fairiy uniform, with some degree of 
certainty that (the material) would 
be there for 500 years." 

During his opening statement, 
Farren said he would be presenting 
evidence that showed the site along 
the Chatham/Wake border was in- 
cluded for consideration because of 
political reasons. 

"We believe," he said, "it was not 
part of the original choice." Farren 
also said characterization was an 
intense process, going 'Tar beyond 
the gentie probing" suggested by 
Authority and Chem-Nuciear at- 
torneys. He argued that the digging, 
trenching, road building, and other 
activities would have severe effects 
on the site. 

Ellis argued that Farren was at- 
tempting to interject pans of the 
case dismissed eariier. "The case," 
he said Monday, "is that character- 
ization is so intrusive as f o require 
an EIS, not the suitabilirv of the 
site.

"We have to talk about the in 
trusiveness and where characteriza- 
tion will get them," Farren told dm 
judge as testimony ended Tuesday. 

"We won't get into all the hanky- 
panky we allege . . . (but) we can't 
talk about this without talking 
about the potential ultimate 
suitability of the site."

The whole purpose of char- 
acterization is to see if it is 
suitable."

After the parents of the two 
boys complained to authorities* 
deputies obtained a search war- 
rant of Mr. Parrish's home in

"We seized a lot of film and 
negatives and some other pornog- 
raphy, I would call it," Chatham 
County Sheriff Donald J. Whitt
